“One of the most important 
issues in our negotiations would 
be where to draw the line of 
joint defense area,” Kishi said, 
“and the biggest question would 
be whether or not to include 
Okinawa and the Bonins.” 

He said Japan’s aim in the 
current treaty talks was to 
achieve “equal and bilateral” 
status with the United States 
within the limits of the spirit 
and stipulations of the Constitu- 
tion which bans the dispatch of 
Japanese troops abroad. 

The Prime Minister ruled out 
the possibility that Japan might 
assume responsibility in the re- 
vised treaty to boost the Self- 
Defense Forces above the quota 
set forth in the existing long- 
range program for gradual ex- 
pansion of defense potential. 

He said, “Our defense potem 
tial shall be slowly expanded 
in proportion to Japan's capa- 
city and needs. That has been 
and shall be our policy.” 

Kishi said it wasn't sufficient 
to just expand the Self-Defense 
Force if Japan is to be defend- 
ed effectively. 

He said: “Public peace must 
be maintained, the social securi- 
tv system extended and other 
measures taken to instill in the 
Japanese people a positive will 
to defend our country.” 

Turning to the police bill, 
Kishi said he had full faith in 
it as it was the fruit of an ex- 
haustive study by the Govern- 
ment and the National Public 
Safety Commission. 

But he said he would wel- 
come any constructive sugges- 
tion and full deliberation in 
the Diet. 

Kicking off the Opposition in- 
terpellations, Jotaro Kawakami 
urged the Administration to dis- 
solve the Diet and seek afresh 
the judgment of the people on 
the bill to revise the Police 
Duties Law.

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Pressure Campaign Succeeds 


STOCKHOLM (UPI)-—The So- 
viet author Boris Pasternak 
Wednesday rejected the 1958 
Nobel Prize for literature ap 
parentiy under pressure from 
Soviet guthorities, the Swedish 
Academy announced, 

In a Message to the Academy, 
the outspoken writer recanted 
on a previous acceptance which 
he sent last weekend. 

It was believed the first time 
the world’s most honored award 
for literature had been turned 
down by a recipient. Observers 
here felt only the most extreme 
of Communist pressures could 
have forced Pasternak to do it. 

Pasternak’'s telegram in 
French—to Dr. Anders Ocester- 
ling, permanent secretary of the 
Academy, read: 

“Considering the meaning this 
award has been given in the 
community to which I belong, 
I must reject this undeserved 
prize which has been presented 
to me. Please do not receive my 
voluntary rejection with dlis- 
pleasure—Pasternak.” 

His “grateful” acceptance last 
week had been phrased in Eng- 
lish. 

His acceptance read: 

“Immenseiv thankful, 
ed, proud, astonished, 
— Pasternak.” 

He indicated in an interview 
with UPI Moscow bureau man- 
ager Heagry Shapire that he hop- 
ed to travel to Stockholm next 
month to accept the award in 
person.

Pasternak’s rejection was the 
first since the days of Hitler 
when the German fuehrer forc- 
ed three Germans to reject the 
prize. Hitler became angered 
when the Nobel Peace Prize was 
awarded to anti-Nazi journalist 
Car! von Ossietzky in 1955. 

The Germans who rejected 
the prize were Richard Kuh, 
winner of the prize for chemis- 
try in 1938, A. Butenandt, who 
shared the chemistry prize in 
1939, and Bernhard Domagk, 
winner of the medicine prize in 
1989, Ossietzky never rejected 
the prize. 

Dr. Henrick Nyberg, president 
of the Swedish Academy, said he 
and his colleagues had not ima- 


gined that the Kremlin would 
react as violently as it did to 
the naming of Pasternak. 

“We awarded the prize on 
literary merits alone. But the 
Russians have turned it into a 
political award,” he said.

Harbors in Japan to Have 
Radar-TV GuidanceSetup 


swirling fogs often delay sail- 
ings and cause hundreds of 
ships to be tied up every year. 

The device consists of a radar 
screen which scans the harbor 
for such objects as ships and 
breakwaters and then transmits 
their images through camera 
controllers to television receiv- 
ers installed aboard ships. 


Present-day vessels all have 
their own radar devices, but 
vibrations and other move- 


ments of the vessels often result 
in false identification and mis- 
interpretation of moving scenes. 

Another defect is that strong 
electric waves sent out by the 
radar sets cause images to be 
blurred within a neighborhood 
of 100 meters (about 100 yards). 

The radar-television device 
will be erected at a vantage 
point overlooking the harbor to 
enable a clear pattern of all ob- 
jects in the harbor to be pro- 
jected on the screen, 

The shore scanner will use 
wavelengths of 8mm and 5cm 
and will be operated on 820- 
940 megacycles. 

Even smali ships will be able 
to benefit from the navigation 
service since all that is needed 
to intercept the images is a 
partially-remodelled 
receiver,

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Movies in Review 


‘The Naked and The Dead’ 


By FOUMY SAISHO 


It takes more than simple 
courage to translate into movie 
terms Norman Mailer’s vast, 
sprawling and throbbing novel 
“The Naked and The Dead.” It 
takes skill to Wistinguish the 
translatable from the untra;siat- 
able and wisdom to be content 
with a limited success. 

The creators of the film The 
Naked and The Dead, opening 
today at Shochiku Central, have 
just that kind of skill and wis- 
dom and consequentiv do a good 
job. They concentrate on their 
own version of this extremely 
subjective work and have turn- 
ed out a competent entertain- 
nent consistent with its own 
logic, though in fact far remov- 
ed from the complex  soul- 
searching analysis of war and 
army mechanism which alone 
Mailer was trying to put across, 

If director Raoul Walsh and 
script writers Denis and Terry 
Sanders pieced up the gallery 
of diverse characters in Mailer’s 
work and gave their destinies 
a twist or two and bring them 
all to a.totally different con- 
clusion, they are not so much 
abusing Mailer’s masterpiece as 
giving it their own interpreta- 
tion and also a shape which is 
lacking in the original. And one 
ought to congratulate that the 


essentials are still there intact 
despite the handling. 
General Cummings, for in- 


stance. He is one of the most 
cynical characters in. Mailer’s 
novel. A commander of a naval 


squad operating in the Pacific, 
he is a eareer officer as much 
as a career diplomat—‘the vel- 
vet voiced tyrant and intellec- 
tual” He is given a lifelike 
portrayal by Raymond Massey. 
His character is brought out 
mainiy by contrast with his 
aide, a young lieutenant called 
Hearn (CH Robertson) whom 
the general treats like his favor- 
ite son. His apparent fondness 
of this young officer is not fully 
explained in the film beyond 
the stated reason that he is the 
son of his best friend. 

But there is no mistaking 
Hearn’s dislike of the general. 
To Hearn brought up in an emo- 
tionally and materially indulgent 
climate, Cummings’ power philo- 
sophy is repulsive. The older 


man’s constant jibe about “his- 


torical energy” and power, 
about how best to maintain it 
by systematic intimidation of 


the lesser men In the army, try 
his nerves to a breaking point, 
and the young favorite: finally 
rebels and gets transferred to a 
suicide platoon commanded by 
the sadistic sergeant Sam Croft 
(Aldo Ray), 

Sam Croft is one of the most 
blatant characters to come out 
of World War II literature. Few 
portraits of a bully can quite 
equal this beast. Aldo Ray 
gives him aie characterization 
subtler than that of a mere 
heavy. He is subhuman, but 
intelligent in his own illiterate 
wav, 
is a murderer underneath his 
soldier's uniform. His favorite 
pastime is knocking out 
teeth out of the mouths of the 
dead Japanese soldiers. He 
wears a string of them hang- 
ing from his neck dreaming of 
his future wealth, The scene 
where Croft crushes a crippled 
bird In his bare hand and sneer- 


ingly brushes off an outraged 
soldier who was cherishing the 
bird is kept intact from the 
novel. 


But the Freudian attempt to 
explain how this character got 
that way through a series of 
flashbacks is not very success- 
ful. His frustrated past with his 
unfaithful wife is too perfunc- 
tory, and unimaginatively done

beautifully made film about the 
nature of water) and Japan's 
superb (and terrifying) “The 
World of Microbes” (winner of 
many prizes, among them this 
festival's Cultural Film Award) 


indicate that interest does. not 
depend upon the science in- 
volved. 


That educational films can be 
fun, was insisted upon by only 
two of the entries, Denmark’s 
puppet-film version of Ander- 
sen’s “The Stanch Tin Soldier” 
and, from Canada, Norman Me- 
Laren’s latest work, the four- 
minute “La Merle,” an utterly 
insane and completely enchant- 
ing rendering of the misadven- 
tures of a geometric blackbird. 
McLaren's: film experiments, al- 
ways amusing, often witty, 
sometimes profound, always 
have a way with audiences, and 
this one elicited more spontane- 
ous applause then any in the 
entire festival. 

Possibly the best single film, 
however, Was that of Belgium, 
Paul Haesaerts’ “Sous le Masque 
Noir,” a movie the director has 
described as being “the soul and 
life of the black man of the 
Belgium Congo as reflected in 
his artistic creations.”

Japanese Films 


‘Kono Ten no Niji’ 


By DONALD RICHTE 


"Kono Ten nro Niji” (This 
Rainbow in the Sky), now play- 
ing at the Shochiku chain 
theaters, is the latest film of 
Keisuke Kinoshita, the man 
who made “The Song of Nara- 
yama” (1958), the award-win- 
ning “Twenty-four Eyes” (1954), 
and Japan's best film satire, the 
hilarious “Carmen’s Pure Love” 
(1952). 

Had any other director made 
this film there would be no need 
to be so hard on it, but one has 
come to expect better things 
from Kinoshita, one of the few 
really good directors in Japan. 
Thus this paean to the collec- 
tive life comes as something of 
a disappointment, 

It is about a sort of model 
community in Kyushu, where 
the extensive steel milis have 
taken over the city and made a 
company-town of it. The film 
itself is concerned with a num- 
ver of “true life” stories—each 
done once over lightly. 

Chishu Ryu and Kinuyo Ta- 
naka have an unruly son who 
goes straight in the end; their 
young roomer, Yusuke Kawazu, 
is a great friend of Teiji Taka- 
hashi, who is somewhat unsne- 
cessfully enamored of Yoshiko 
Kuga; she, in turn, likes Taka- 
hiro Tamura until Kawazu gives 
her a good talking to; by then, 
however, it is too late (even 
though Tamura comes through 
with a marriage proposal) and 
she and Takahashi! agree to part 
for reasons which were mystert- 
ous to me and I doubt too clear 
to the director himself. There 
are other uncollected plot 
strands but these are the more 
important. 

The saving grace of the film 
(if it has one) is that Kinoshita 
is not content to handle this 
clutch of cliches in any conven- 
tional manner. One of the few 
experimental directors in Japan 
(Kurosawa is the other one) he 
is forever trying to do something 
new, 

The frst 15 minutes of this 
film are straight documentary, 
complete with subtitles, a com- 
mentary adding details. During 
this section we see most of the 
actors later to appear. There is 
no faking. Takahashi is actual- 
ly pouring molten steel; Kawazu 
is really riding a switch-enzgine. 

During the picture, the com- 
mentator is heard from time to 
time and when someone gets 
hurt and we go to the hospital 
a subtitle plainly labels it as 
such. At the end the voice comes 
back and says something to the

effect that the jovs and sorrows 
of these people make up the 
community life shown in the 
film. 

In other words, a straight 
documentary approach is at- 
tempted, somewhat like that in 
Jules Dassin’s much-admired 
“Naked City” or such wartime 
American films as “Boomerang” 
and “The House on 92nd Street.” 

It doesn’t work; it is, in fact, 
fatal. Stars are not “people”— 
and one of the strengths of the 
documentary lies in the anony- 
mity of those shown: this, oddly, 
makes us belleve in their real 
ity. Yet, Kinoshita has at least 
tried something new and, even 
though he is unsuccessful, the 
fact that he tried is completely 
commendable in an industry 
where hardly anyone tries any- 
thing. 

There is aiso just a chance 
that there is more to this film 
than meets the eye, or than met 
this eye at any rate. For one 
thing, what we see and what we 
hear do not jibe: the commenta- 
ry insists upon a model com- 
munity and the troubled charac. 
ters insist upon nothing of the 
kind. This creates an irony 
which was perhaps not intend- 
ed, Though Kinoshita has 
given family life a well-placed 


kick im the teeth in “The 
Broken Drum” (1949) and 
“Candie in the Wind” (1957), he 


has also, in films like “Twerty- 
four Eves” and the film shown 


abroad as “The Lighthouse” 
(1957), defended these very 
values. 


Too, in the superbly tronic “A 
Japanese Tragedy” (1953) he 
used somewhat the same techni- 
que suggested in this new film: 
by contrasting the “official” 
view—as shown in newsreel 
clippings and newspaper head- 
lines—with life as it actually 
is in Japan, he created a pro- 
found irony, both devastating 
and honest. 

Given the 1953 film it is al- 
most impossible to take this 
1958 film seriously, yet this is 
apparently what we are intend- 
ed to do. The irony in this 
picture is after all, I sadly 
suspect, completely unintention- 
al. At any rate, tentative critic- 
ism at best or unquestioning ac- 
ceptance at worst, the film must 
be accounted Kinoshita’s first 
real failure.

U.S. Distributors on Lookout 
For Outstanding Foreign Films 


The U.S. market hc always 
been looked upon by foreign 
film producers as the potof- 


gold at the end of the rainbow. 
They have observed that an oc- 
casional reas production has 
done outstanding business in 
the U.S. Whether this profit ac- 
tualiy accrued to the foreign 
roducer is another matter. 
requently foreign films are 
sold outright to American dis- 
tributors—with the distributor 
gambling on the success of the 
film after buving the rights, 
and paying for prints and ad- 
vertising. 

Rather than recall the dozens 
of foreign productions that 
never made any headway in the 
American market, overseas pro- 
ducers always hope to come up 
with a winner. They like to re- 
member the success of “Bitter 
Rice,” “The Red Shoes,” “Ra- 
shomon” and “And God Creat- 
ed Woman.” 

The demand for outstanding 
foreign films has been increas- 
ing. Whereas foreign film dis- 
tribution in the U.S. had been 
confined to independent foreign 
film distributors in the past, 
(there are some 50 to 75 op- 
erating in the U.S.—mostly in 
New York City), today many 
of the major distributors are 
negotiating for the release of 
foreign films in the U.S. and 
throughout the world.

Noh With English Texts 
Planned for F. oreigners

A special performance of Noh 
for foreigners will be presented 
again on the evening of Nov. 7 
from § p.m. at Suidobashi Noga- 
kudo, the performance being an- 
other of the programs planned 
and presented under the aus- 


pices of the International Noh 
Drama Club, 


The Noh play “Sessho-seki” 
and kyogen comedy “Kama- 
bara” will be presented on the 
program, and will be provided 
with programs in English which 
will enable the foreigner to fol- 
low the plays line by line. 


“Sessho-seki” (Death Rock) 
takes its name from an actually 
existing rock (or rocks) that is 
to be seen not far from Yumoto 
in the Nasu spa region, and is 
related to a popular legend that 
is told about this rock. 


The legend is that a devil fox, 
white of face and with nine 
golden tails, after causing the 
downfall of a regime in China 
through its tricks, attached 
itself to an envoy from Japan 
and came to this country with 
him, 


Here it took the form of a 
beautiful woman and entered 
the mikado's court. However, it 
was exposed and fled to Nasu, 
where it was later hunted .out 
and killed. But its angry spirit 
is said to have remained in the 
Death Rock. 


Actually, the rock is located at 
a site where poisonous gases 
caused death to small insects or 
birds, and where the action of 
the gases had caused the rock 
to erode and flake off in a weird 
manner, this probably giving 
the rock its forbidding name. 

In the Noh presentation of 
this story, a priest traveling by 
the site is amazed to see birds 
and insects fall dead in the vici- 
nity of the rock. Presently, a 
woman appears and warns him

successful in the U.S.? This is a 
subject that has been discussed 
at great length by film experts 
in all countries. Some say—films 
similar to those produced in the 
United States have the best 
chance for success. However, 
this has not always proved cor- 
rect. American producers prob- 
ably are best able to select story 
lines most acceptable in the U.S. 
market and they’ possess the 
technical skills to make them 
well. 


An analysis of the foreign 
films that have succeeded in the 
U.S. market would indicate that 
a film with interesting native 
background; produced with a 
high degree of skill and produc- 
tion values; understandable to 
American audiences; and based 
on an exceptional story has the 
greatest chance to succeed, 


One of the interesting postwar 
developments in the field of 
exhibition has been the rapid 
expansion of socalled = art 
houses in the U.S. Practieally all 
major cities operate one or 
more such theaters—featuring 
primarily foreign films and an 
occasional off-beat U.S. film. It 
has been estimated that there 
are some 350 such theaters 
playing first-run foreign films in 
the U.S. today. 


New York City—the center 
for foreign films in the U.S.— 
operates 38 art houses, 


These specialized theaters 
usually play foreign films with 
subtitles. Dubbing is too ex- 
pensive for the average foreign- 
language film. However, if a 


film gains very large audiences. 


in its subtitled version, such as 
“And God Created Woman,” the 
film is then dubbed and finds its 
way into general theater release 
and the large theatre circuits. 
This is: where a foreign film 
earns the big money. But usual- 
ly it must first have proved 
itself in the small art theater 
circuits, 


In addition to the above 
volume of imported films play- 
ing in New York City during a 
given week, hundreds of films 
from Mexico, Japan, South 
America, Germany and China 
play in foreign language thea- 
ters in the U.S. 


In an analysis made bv 
Variety it was estimated that 
832 foreign films were released 
in the U.S. during 1957 and that 
they earned nearly $16 million 
in gross film rentals. 


This flow of films into the 
United States is made possible 
by a complete open-door policy 
for the product of all nations. 
Eric Johnston, president of the 
Motion Picture Association of 
America, has spoken out 
frequently in support of main- 
taining a free market for films 
in the United States and 
throughout the world. 


In support of his strong posi- 
tion on this principle of free ex- 
change of films, Johnston creat- 
ed within the MPAA the For- 
eign Film Advisory Unit which 
assists film producers and dis- 
tributors from other countries 
in marketing their films in the 
U.S. For the past seven years 
this service has been provided 
free of charge to any producer 
or distributor desiring assist- 
ance in releasing his product in 
America. This service is stil!

The Times rep™ed that 
Japanese economic planners 
were forecasting the country 
would invest abroad $200 mil- 
lion a year during the next five 
years. It said the same amount 
would flow into the country, 
mostly in the form of World 
Bank loans and counterpart 
fund credits from the United 
States, 

“Japan is still short of capital 
despite the astonishing recovery 
of its economy since the war,” 
The Times said in this report 
from Tokyo, 

Japan's foreign investment 
regulations encouraged foreign 
capital when it contributed to 
the improvement in the balance 
of payments or to the develop- 
ment of vital industries, but 
discouraged nonessentiais or 
when foreign currency was not 
actually invested, said The 
Times. 

Japan was much more 
enthusiastic about technical 
assistance contracts than about 
capital investments, it said, 
because they were short-term. 
After 10 years, the usual term, 
the Japanese possessed the de- 
sired techniques and had no fur- 
ther use for the agreement.

Official Money Rate Issue 


A tug of war is being waged 
between the banking commu- 
nity on the one side and Gov- 
ernment circles and the business 
community on the other to de- 
cide on whether the official 
money rate should or should 
not be cut a third time this 
year following the cuts in June 
and September, 


This issue is significant be- 
cause it has vital bearings on 
the bank loan rate and there- 
fore on business financing, as 
well as the bank deposit rate. 

Differing from the previous 
cuts, the business propping slant 
is quite pronounced this time 
because the official rate is now 
back at the pre-tight money 
level and business conditions 
are at a low ebb currently. In 
the former cases, the principa!

aspect of the official rate cuts. 


Third Cut Sugwested

The Sound and Fury 


Current Controversy Over Police Bill Has Many Noisier Precedents 


The mounting show of oppo- 
sition to the bill to revise the 
Police Duties Execution Law 
threatens to reach a climax in 
the middle of next week with 
the planned “general strike” of 
Sohvo. 

Numerous organizations, in- 
cluding those of scholars, literary 
men, as well as leftist students 
have voiced their disapproval of 
the bill in question. To sum up 
fheir cries of doofn, the bill will 
convert Japan, which is today 
the world’s freest country, into 
a paradise lost which approxi- 
mates George Orwell's “1984,” 
The citizens’ private rights can 
be trampled upon by those club- 
wielding ogres of law, according 
to these pessimists. The bad 
law, they aver, spells a dirge 
for Japan’s democracy. 

To those who are not fami- 
liar with the recent history of 
the nation, furthermore, the 
furious-sounding war cries of 
the Socialists and their fellow 
“strugglers” for “overthrowing” 
the Kishi Government by de- 
feating the bill almost suggests 
a révolution. 

“Will the nation survive?” one 
might indeed ask in fear. 


Heard Before 


A look at the recent past of 
the nation, however, shows that 
the current “furor” is merely 
another strain of the cacophony 
of dark despair and anger which 
the people heard many a time. 

The first of these series of 
“crisis” Japan's democracy has 
endured came during 1948-49 
when most prefectures, munici- 
palities and even a handful of 
Villages throughout Japan adopt- 
ed what is generally known as 
the “public safety ordinances.” 

One of the “reform” measures 
carried out in the immediate 
years of the Allied Occupation 
of Japan was to abolish a whole 
group of prewar laws which 
suppressed the people’s freedom 
and restricted their civil rights. 
Among them the most notorious 
was the Peace Preservation 
Law, and its implementer, Peace 
Preservation Police Law. 

When these statutes were 
abrogated, they left a legal 
hiatus where the postwar labor 
unionists enjoyed the utmost 
“freedom” within the limits the 
Occupation authorities permit- 
ted. But it was the Occupation 
authorities themselves who 
realized the need of something 
to fill the gap. 


Furious Outcry 


Obviously to avoid the cries 
against reviving the prewar 
laws, however, the initiative at 
legislation was left up to local 
autonomous entities. To main- 
tain a semblance of “local 
autonomy”, the Occupation pre- 
pared a prototype city ordin- 
ance for Osaka to enact. But 
it kicked up a furious outcry 
of opposition by Communists 
and labor unions. It was during 
the opposition campaign that 
Chief Eiji Suzuki of the Osaka 
City Police earned himself a 
notoriety of a sort by turning 
fire hoses on the unruly dem- 
onstrators. The riot control 
technique which fs not unusual 
in many another country added 
fuel to the fury of those who 
fought tooth and nail to pre- 
serve their “freedom” to agitate 
and demonstrate at will in 
public thoroughfares. 

The ordinance was passed by 
the Osaka Municipal Assembly 
in July 1948. After that many 
other cities and prefectures 
began following suit, needless 
to say, under the “administra- 
tive superintendence” of their 
respective Military Government 
Teams.

The United States, Britain and 
the Soviet Union will open meet- 
ings in Genéva Oct. 31 to con- 
sider an agreement to ban nu- 
clear tests. The responsibility 
of these countries will be much 
greater than any international 
conference held in the postwar 
period. Since the Soviet an- 
nouncement of its suspension of 
nuclear tests March 31, the 
worldwide demand to ban tests 
has become greater than ever 
before. Adding urgency for the 
nations to reach an agreement 
are reports by the United Na 
tions Radiation Effects Investi- 
gation Committee, and conclu.

and West nuclear experts, that 
there is a dire need to suspend 
the tests,

Yomiuri Shimbun 
During the security treaty re- 
vision talks. Tuesday America 
proposed that both Okinawa and 
the Bonin Islands be incorporat- 
ed in a joint Japan-U.S. defense 
area under a revised treaty. Ja- 


pan seems to be inclined to su 

port the proposal. The propriety 
of this proposal, however, is 
doubted in the light of the Con- 
stitution because it will inevit- 


ably extend Japan’s defense 
obligations to an area where Ja- 
pan has no administrative 


power. It will be unreasonable 
for Japan to have only the right 
of defense in areas it has no 
other rights.

The tripartite conference on 
an agreement banning nuclear 
tests, to open in Geneva Oct. 31, 
will be the best opportunity to 
answer the worldwide hopes to 
halt the deadly experiments. 
We hope for success of the 
forthcoming meeting since the 
East and West nuclear experts 
conference, held in Geneva last 
July, made it clear that it would 
be technically possible to detect 
any nuclear tests. The Soviet 
Union should stop its nuclear 
tests simultaneously with the 
convening of the tripartite meet- 
ing, thus brightening the atmos- 
phere of the talks. We hope the 
three nations conduct the con- 
ference with sincerity.

Prior Permission 

Today, practically everywtere 
in Japan aponsors of public as- 
semblies of all sorts, except such 
annual events as festivals or 
school excursions and things of 
this nature, are required to ob- 
tain permission from their. re- 
spective Public Safety Commis- 
sions 72 hours before the pro- 
grams, 

in the case of Tokyo at least, 
no application has been turned 
down. The evidence is palpable 
in the numerous meetings and 
agiemonstration parades sponsor- 
ed by groups of political color- 
ings. And today those who had 
expressed their morbid fear for 
the return of a police state at 
the time when the public safety 
ordinances were being discussed 
seem to have adjusted them- 
selves to the restriction of their 
“freedom.” 

The first national law to invite 
the same criticism was perhaps 
the Law for the Prevention of 
Subversive Activities, enacted in 
July 1952. This was a law to 
fill the gap to be created in the 
field of maintenance of public 
law and order with the end of 
the Occupation in late April 1952. 
During the Occupation the Japa- 
nese Government was able to 
deal with subversive activities 
by the all-powerful Cabinet Or- 
der No, 325 which made punish- 
able anything which contraven- 
ed the “purposes of the Occupa- 
tion.” Indisputably the anti- 
subversive activities law was 
meant against the Communists 
whose activities in those years 
were becoming increasingly mili- 
tant and violent. 


Called Political Plot _ 


Considerable public interest 
was aroused by this law, and 
actually the Government, the 
bill's sponsor, had to rewrite the 
draft many times before sub- 
mitting it to the Diet in the 
spring of 1952. Designed to give 
a legal basis for the authorities 
to issue an order to dissolve the 
Japanese Communist Party after 
obtaining evidence that it is de- 
dicated to the cause of creating 
or preparing for a civil distur- 
bance, the anti-subversive activi- 
ties law met fierce opposition by 
the leftists as well as supposedly 
“neutral” critics and the press. 

A typical denunciation of the 
bill was found in the following 
statement issued in March 1952 
by the Coordination Council for 
Diet Joint Struggle (against the 
bill): 


Most Controversial 

“This is a political plot on 
the part of the Government and 
the party in power to suppress 
labor unions and attempt to re- 
create a police state under the 
subterfuge of countermeasure 
against the Japanese Commu- 
nist Party. This bill when it 
becomes a law will destroy the 
Constitution and deprive us of 
the freedoms of speech, assem- 
bly and association. The situa- 
tion is indeed grave.” 

During the month of April, 
the nation was hit by a series 
of strikes by labor unions. “Peo- 
pie’s rallies for smashing” the 
bill were held frequently dur- 
ing these weeks, How much 
alarm the bill caused ‘was 
evidenced by the fact that the 
Japan Newspaper Publishers As- 
sociation issued a public state- 
ment on April 22, warning 
against the hidden dangers of 
the bill which might curtail the 
“freedom of just speech” and 
urged “scrupulous study” of the 
bill by the legislators. Likewise, 
PEN Club, Japan Literary As- 
sociation, and groups of univer- 
sity professors, denounced the 
bill as a menace to freedom and 
democracy. Newspaper editori- 
als were another category of 
agencies which generaliy “fear- 


ed” for dire consequences such 
a legislation might produce. 

This law, and another, ap- 
proved at the same time for the 
establishment of the Public Safe- 
ty Investigation Agency, have 
been in force for more than six 
years. Yet, not even the Japan 
Communist Party has been 
ordered to dissolve, not to men- 
tion any other. 

In terms of physical clash in 
the Diet, however, the most con- 
troversial piece of legislation 
was the bill for revision of the 
Police Law of 1948, which had 
truncated the nation’s police 
forces into two categories: the 
ineffectual National Rural Po- 
lice and hundreds of “independ- 
ent” police forces in_ cities, 
towns and even in villages. The 
bill was to partially recentralize 


the highly decentralized law- 
enforcement system. ‘Thus, its 
opponents loudly prophesied, 


that if it were approved by the 


. Diet, it would deprive the peo- 


ple of their civil rights. 


The unprecedented Uproar 
which provided the journals the 
world over with frontpaged 


photo of legislators engaged in 
a free-for-all occurred on the 
night of June 3, when the con- 
servative party attempted to ex- 
tend the thrice-extended Diet 
session by another two days in 
order to steamrolier the police 
bill. 


Legislators Clash 


Despite the ignominious page 
added to the parliamentary his- 
tory of Japan, the bill hecame 
a law and the law was put into 
practice. Ever since, Japan has 
had prefectural police head- 
quarters as the basic unit with 
the Police Agency in Tokyo act- 
ing as their coordinating organ 
and Tokyo Metropolitan Police 
Board still enjoying both 
theoretical and actual autonomy. 
What is important is the fact 
that the much publicized ill ef- 
fects of the police reorganiza- 
tion have been notable for their 
absence. Rather, the revision of 
the 1948 law produced tangible 
results in the economy and ef- 
ficiency of the police operations 
for the entire nation, 


In comparison with these 
precedents, the currently dis- 
puted Police Duties Execution 
Law seems to be far milder on 
the face of its wording. The 
chances are that the sound and 
fury that attend its parliamen- 
tary discussion signify little or 
nothing with basis in reason.

‘Kanebo Rationalization Dispute’ 


To the Editor: 

I have read the article writ- 
ten by Mr. Benjamin Martin en- 
titled “Kanebo Rationalization 
Dispute” appearing in the Oct, 
14 issue of The Japan Times. 


Mr, Martin seems to be well 
versed in the labor conditions 
of this country and the article 
is certainly a piece of respect- 
able and laborious writing. How- 
ever, from the standpoint of the 
management, I think I had bet- 
ter give q‘little explanation on 
this subject. 

For the title of this article, 
the word “dispute” is used. It 
may be construed as a sort of 
labor dispute but the manage- 
ment does not consider it as a 
dispute. From the very begin- 
ning, our intention has been to 
solve the problem by “confer- 
ence.” 

Judging from the progress of 
negotiations, you will under. 
Stand that it Is a little different 
from ordinary labor disputes. 
The nucieus of the problem 1s 
that in view of the protracted 
depression, how best can labor 
and management jointly protect 
the very existence of the enter: 
prise, ' 

Mr. Martin quotes many opin- 
ions in his article but they ar® 
all opinions on the side of labor 
and no opinion of the manage- 
ment is included. | would rather 
not try to refute here the opin- 
iohs quoted, but In a case like 
this, would it not be fair to hear 
the opinions of both sides? 

What is written hereunder is 
the management's comments on 
Mr. Martin’s opinions, firstly on 
dividends and secondly on labor 
condition. As to dividends, Mr. 
Martin blames the management 
for continuing the payment.of 
dividends while workers have td 
suffer hardships. 

Superficially, this argument 
sounds reasonable but really it 
requires a little explanation.

Pope John XXIII

“Traveller of God"—‘“fully a 
pastor’—“a man who always 
sees the good side of things.” 


These are a few of the descrip- 
tions used by those who know 
the new Pope, John XXIII, 
elevated from Angelo Giuseppe 
Cardinal Roncalli. 

He also 2B &=ame 
described as the Bama 
good- natured 
son of an Italian # 
share cropper. 
He has served; 
27 years as a a 
successful Vati- 
can diplomat. 

It is said he 
was always a ; 
bishop at heart Baas 
and when the iru Ls. 
late Pope Pius Pope John XXII 
XII created him a cardinal in 
1953 he was less thrilled by the 
cardinal’s red hat than by the 
chance to devote himself at last 
to Episcopal work. 


As a cardinal, the 76-year-old 
prelate’s door was always open 
to anyone—friend or -oe. 


It was this openness and his 
humorous joviality that earned 
him success in one of the most 
difficult posts in Vatican diplo- 
matic history—nuncio to Paris 
in the stormy postwar years, 
when French leaders had not 
forgotten that the Vatican main- 
tained relations with the war- 
time government of the late 
Marshal Philippe Petain. 


Slowly and steadily he sowed 
the seecs of goodwill and when 
he left the Paris post in 1953 
after more than eight years, re- 
lations between the Vatican 
and France were excellent, 


Not Appeasement 


But his tolerance and fore- 
bearance could not be taken for 
appeasement. When the Chris- 
tian Democrats of Venice in 
1956 started talking of forming 
a city government with the pro- 
Communist Socialists of Pietro 
Nenni, he issued a pastoral let- 
ter which minced no words in 


condemning the idea from 2 
religious viewpoint. 
Cardinal Roncalli became 


known as a learned historian 
and art lover. He speaks Itali- 
an, Latin, Greek, French and 
some Turkish, which he learned 
as apostolic delegate in Istan- 


bul. He also is familiar with 
German, Spanish, Romanian 
and has some knowledge of 


Oriental languages. 


He is a native of a small north 
Italian village and his church 
career Was unsensational. 


He was born Nov. 25, 1881 in 
the village of Sotto i! Monte near 
Bergamo about 40 miles east 
of Milan, the third of 18 chil- 
dren. One of his sisters and 
two of his brothers still live 
there on the family farm. The 
family has been there for five 
centuries, 


His father had counted on 
Angelo Guiseppe to help him in 
the fields, but when at the age 
of 11, his third child and eldest 
son said he wanted to be a priest, 
the father raised no objections, 


The boy went to study first 
at the Bergamo Seminary from 
1892 to 1900, then at the Apol- 
linare Seminar in Rome where 
he graduated in theology in 
1904. at the age of 22. 

He was ordained a priest in 
the Rome Church of Santa Maria 
in Monte Santo Aug. 10, 1904 
and that vear officiated his first 
mass in St. Peter’s Basilica. 

From 1005 to 1914 he served 
as personal secretary to Msgr. 
Giacomo Count Radini-Tedeschi, 
bishon of Bergamo and one of 


the greatest prelates of his 
time. He described the bishop 
as “the polar star of my priest 
hood,” 


it was as right-hand man of 
the bishop that Father Roncaili 
started what at the time were 
daring innovations, such as pub- 
lishing parish and news bulle- 
tins. The practice was a suc- 
cess and spread rapidiy to 
other dioceses. It now is a com- 
mon practice everywhere. 

It also was as Bishop Radin!i- 
Tedeschi’s collaborator that he 
soon became acquainted with 
some of Italy’s leading prelates 
and with the organizers of the 
fledgling Catholic action move- 
ment. 

Also Taught 

In addition to his work as 
secretary and his historical re- 
search, the Rev. Roncalli found 
time to teach church history, 
apologetics and patristics at the 
Bergamo Seminary. 

At the outbreak of World War 
I, he was drafted into the Italian 
Army and served for a year as 
a sergeant in the medical corps 
and then as an army chaplain 
in various Bergamo hospitais 
with the rank of lieutenant. 

After the war, he founded 
Italy's first “students home” for 
aid to middleclass students in 
public schools. 

He also played an active role 
in the Catholic action move- 
ment, which was,then starting 
to develop into a powerful force. 

His activity attracted the at- 
tention of Pope Benedict XV, 
who already had met him. The 
Pontiff cated him to Rome to 
work with the congregation for 
the propagation of the faith. 

He became a monsignor, an 
honorary canon of Bergamo 
and a domestic prelate of the 
pope. He played a leading role 
in reorganizing the association 
for the propagation of the faith, 
a lay body supporting mission- 
ary activities. He was president 
of the association's Italian 
branch and a member of its 
general council. 

In that capacity he visited 
European centers and spread 
the association's activity “not 
with the noise of a storm, but 
like slow, fertility-bringing 
water.” 


Active as Preacher 


During this time he never 
gave up priestly activity. He 
kept working as a preacher, a 
confessor and spiritual director. 

It Was in 1925 he started his 
diplomatic career with appoint 
ment by Pius XI as “apostolic 
visitor” to Bulgaria. He simul- 
taneously Was appointed titular 
archbishop of Aeropolis and con- 
secrated at the age of 45, 


In 1935 he was promoted to 
the twin posts of apostolic vicar 
and delegate to Turkey and 
apostolic delegate to Greece 
with the titular title of arch- 
bishop of Mesembria. He serv- 
ed in that capacity for nine 
years, with headquarters in Is- 
tanbul. 


In December 1944, Pope Pius 
XII appointed him nuncio to 
Paris, to the archbishop’s sur- 
prise. 

When he was appointed patri- 
arch of Venice on his elevation 
to cardinal, he was. known as 
the “quiet after the storm” in 
contrast to his predecessor, the 
austere Msgr. Carlo Agostini. 

Eiven after his appointment to 
the Venice post, Carcinal Ron- 
ealli did not abandon his activi- 
ty as a “dweller of God.” 
served as papal legate to a Mari- 
an congress in Lebanon in 1954 
and again to this vedr’s centen- 
ary celebrations of the French 
shrine of Lourdes,

at the sacrifice of the workers, 
The difference of social customs 
between the United States and 
Japan makes itself conspicuous 
in the question of dividends. In 
this country, the stability of 
dividends is generally required, 
Mr. Martin himself admits that 
this practice is. not unicue to

As to the question that we

stances, discontinue payment of 
dividends. [t will be proved 
from this fact that we do not try 
to adhere to the practice of “wn- 
broken continuity in the pay- 
ment of large profits,” as Mr, 
Martin alleges. 


Mr. Martin also states that 
the deterioration of labor cond 
tion is an immoral exploitation. 
This In itself sounds reasonable 
and we do not intend to argue 
about it. However, whether or 
not this argument in tenable 
will be determined by ascer- 
taining what is the nuclete of 
the whole problem. The fact is 
that hoth management and 
labor are trving hard, by 
negotiation and cooperation, to 
find out a means whereby to 
keep the company intact, firmiy 
believing that under no circur- 
stance should the foundation of 
the enterprise, on which the 
existence and prosperity of 
both labor and management 
depend, be weakened. When 
these facts are known, Mr. 
Martin, | am sure, will aot in- 
clude our negotiations In the 
category of socalled. “labor 
disputes.” 

America and Japan have their 
own characteristics with dif- 
ferent customs and manners, 
with the consequence that the 
problems of enterprises are 
solved in different ways. I hope 
Mr. Martin will understand this, 
I also hope that this letter will 
help to dispel any miisunder- 
standing that may exist with 
respect to thie problem.

Kiku or chrysanthemume 2re 
the symbol of autumn. The 
flower was introduced to Japan 
from China more than a thov- 
sand vears ago and came to be 
immediately loved and admired 
by the people. 

The bilassoms soon were used 
as designs for fabrics and orne- 
ments, the Imperial Household 
using the 16-petal kiku on vari- 
ous articles, Finaliv at the Se 
ginning of the Meiji Era this 
design was officially adopted as 
the crest of the Impertal Family. 

The kiku was admired 
China as a medicine. Particu- 
lariv on the occasion of the 
double-ninth fete (lunar calen- 
dar), it was customary to drimk 
kiku wine, with the Dilossomes 
fioating in wine cups, in the be 
lief that the flowers would bring 
health and long life. 

In China many traditional 
tales about the medicinal charm 
of the flower are told. The pec 
ple drinking the water of mour- 
tain streams with Kkiku binssem- 
Ing along the course are sald 
to have lived long. 

But in Japan, the kiku have 
been admired more for their 
serene beauty than for Rs med 
icinal properties, 

The original significance of 
the blossom, however, is Kept 
up by the Japanese in seating 
the blossoms, either In Vinegar 
or fried. 

Chinese poets, scholars and 
retired public men loved to 
plant this flower around their 
houses of seclusion, as evidene- 
ed by poems and writings left 
by these persons, 

The Japanese, both aristocrats 
and lowly farmers, came to cul 
tivate the kiku in thelr gardens. 
It is more due to the efforts of 
euch private lovers than te pro- 
fessional cultivators that such 
florious kinds as we see today 
came to be produced in the 
country, 

Though the kika and their 
traditions came from China to 
Japan, the same kind aa those 
brought from China are found 
native in Japan, according to 
the late Dr. Tomitaro Makino. 
The small-blossom kiku grow 
wild all over the country. Dr. 
Makino found the original type 
Of kiku that developed into the 
present garden. kind In Tosa, 
Shikoku. He named & noii- 
giku or field chrysanthemum. 
Later he found this same vari- 
ety in Kyushu and Okinawa.
